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QUITS AS HEAD OF 


Former Pastor Says se ta Ha Does Not 
Want to Be Responsible for 
Organization’s Acts. 


The Rev. Dr. W. W. Boyd of 10 North 
King’s highway, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Thursday he wanted the pub- 
lic to know. he no longer was president 


of the People’s League because he did 
not want to be held responsible for any 
action or movement the People’s League 


augurate. | 

He declared he had written Sheridan 
Webster, general secretary of the league. 
stating he did not desire any official 
position in the league. He did not at- 
tend the annual election of officers 
Wednesday night and did not know, he 
said, who had been elected to succeed 
him. 

Webster told the reporter Boyd haf 
been re-elected president for a fourth 
time at the meeting. He said he had ra. 
ceived Dr. Boyd's letter, in which Boyd 
stated he was likely to leave St. Louis 
at any time for a trip, but that the 
league thought he should be honored 
with the presidency as long as he was 
in the city, and a successor chosen 
when he found it necessary to depart. 

Successor to Be Elected. 

“We did not know, however, that Dr. 
Boyd felt he wanted the people to know 
he no longer was responsible for any 
movement the League might under- 
take, Webster said. That, of course, 
would have made it different. It'# 
strange he didn’t let us know about that 
instead of telling it first to the Post- 
Dispatch.“ 

When Dr. Boyd was told he had been’ 
re-elected he said he positively would 
not accept the office, and that some- 
body else would have to be chosen. 
Webster then said someone else would 
be elected. 

Dr. Boyd, in announeing his retire- 
ment, said there was no trouble or fric- 
tion of any sort. “A man gets tired 
out,“ he said. I have not been well 
and am likely at any time to leave the 
city.”’ 

The People’s League, he said, is 
stronger now than it ever has been. He 
declared it had about 1800 members, and 
had almost completed an excellent ward 
precinct any city block organization. 

Objeet of People’s League. 

The People's League purposes to fur- 
nish an efficient instrument by which 
the people may regain, retain and ex- 
ercise complete control of all matter: 
of common interest.“ 

A man familiar with People’s League 
affairs said it had been suggested in th» 
past that Dr. Boyd took too many trips 
to Europe, and that if he was going to 
be president of the League he ought tv 
stay on the firing line. This criticism, 
he said, may have prompted Dr. Boyd's 
refusal to accept re-election. 

Dr. Boyd has been president of the. 
People’s League three years, succeeding 
Dr. William Preston Hill, the first pres- 
ident. He formerly was pastor of the 
Second Baptist Church, and is 70 years 
old.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—President 
Wilson made it known yesterday that he 
opposed a return to the ‘spoils system“ 
of Postoffice appointments and would 
veto the Postoffice appropriation bill now 
in the House unless the rider“ in it 
exempting Assistant Postmasters from 
the classified service were eliminated. 

He was confronted in the tariff, cur- 
rency and the urgent deficiency bills 
with the civil-service problem, but in 
signing these measures took the position 
that his power to place employes in 
the classified service had not been weak- 
ened, and that the merit system could 
be applied. 

The rider“ in the Postoffice appro- 
priation bill would give to the Post- 
master-General the right to revoke the 
appointment of any Assistant Postmas- 
ter, “and to appoint his successor at 
his discretion,’’ without regard to civil 
service.

BOTH Ch CAPTURED 


Adolph G on Top of a 
Highwayman When Another 
One Pulls Him Off. 


Jack Burlington, 31 years old, of Den 


Street Police Station, Thursday, that 
he was one of two highwaymen who 
beat Adolph Goldman of 1510 Norts 
Leffingwell avenue, a tailor, in front 
of 1344 North Leffingwell avenue at 9 
p. m. Wednesday. He implicated Robert 
Wells, 28, also a prisoner, as his ac- 
complice. Wells later confessed. 

Burlington led police to a shed in the 
rear of 3028 Sheridan avenue, where 
he hid his revolver after the holdup. 
He had gone six biocks from the scene 
of the holdup when he ran into the 
arms of Sergt. Patrick Kirk and Pa- 
trolmen Knibb and Anslyn. 

When Burlington shoved a revolver in 
Goldman's face, 
stunned Burlington and then rushed at 
the other highwayman. Burlington 
struck the tailor over the head with 
the butt of the revolver, cuttirg a gash. 
Goldman then knocked Burlington down 
and was on top of him, when the other 
highwayman pulled him off and the 
robbers fled. 

Burlington, the police said, told therm 
he would have shot Goldman in the 
stomach while under him, but he feared 
to attract four or five persons who 
were a half block away. Goldman is 
28. His $40 gold watch was found on 
the sidewalk after he had been taken 
to the city dispensary. 

Burlington said he and Wells had 
been in St. Louis four days and roomed 
at 14% Olive street.

Gordon Tells How 
He Got Capitol 
Bond for Friends

sisting of Gov. Major, Secretary of 
State Roach, Auditor Gordon, Treasurer 
Deal and Attorney-General Barker, has 
authority by law to cancel the contract. 

The contract let to Gill involves $2, - 
710,200, and, with the architects’ fee of 
$140,000 and other expenses, aggregates 
$3,000,000. 

The voters of the State provided that 
$3,000,000 of the $3,500,000 bond issue 
should cover the cost of erecting a com- 
plete capitol and to protect the State 
the law stipulated that no contract for 
any part of the Itol should be et- 
fective until the -mmission had iet 
contracts for the completed structure, 
within the appropriation. 

Under the Gill contract, if fully per- 
formed, the capitol would be left 14 
feet in the air, on unsightly concrete 
piers. 

It is estimated $600,000 will be the cost 
of a terrace and drives to conceal these 
piers and provide approaches to the 
structure. 

The Capitol Commission has admitted 
the Gill contract exhausts the money 
voted by the public, together with 
architect fees of 6 per cent and commis- 
sion expenses. 

It is the commission's purpose to lay 
a further tax on the State to provide 
at least another half million dollars 
through an appropriation bill in the 
Genera] Assembly. 

Hasty Work Caused Scandals. 

It is the history of many state capl- 
tols in the United States that hasty, im- 
mature, vague plans have resulted in 
vastly more expense than taxpayers 
voted originally to shoulder, and many 
scandals, like that at Harrisburg, Pa., 
where convictions on graft charges were 
obtained, have grown out of this lax- 
ity. 

The Missouri Capitol Commission took 
cognizance of this at the outset of its 
labors, and advised Gov. Major as fo!- 
lows in a report dated Deo. 31, 1912: 
“Many of the mistakes made by other 
states in erecting their state houses 
were pointed out to be the result of 
hasty and premature action at the be- 
ginning of the work. The boards having 
the matter in charge, in concession to 
public clamor, rushed hurriedly into tie 
construction of the building WITHOUT 
MATURE AND DEFINITE PLANS be- 
forehand. This resulted in many in- 
stances, IN COSTLY CHANGES AFT- 
ERWARDS, and extended the work over 
a great many years, costing the states 
a vast amount of money that could have 
been saved had careful, deliberate plat 
ning preceded the active work of con- 
struotion.”’ 

Minutes of the Missouri Commission 
show that already it is planning to 
change plaster corridors and columns t“ 
marble at extra expense under a bid of 
$150,000 submitted by John Gill & Sons 
without a piece of paper containing a 
drawing of the proposed work or any- 
thing resembling a specification that 
could determine the approximate cost 
of such a change. 

By their own admissions, the commis- 
sioners also have entertained from tho 
architect a proposal that work contem- 
plated in Alternate F in the Gill oon- 
tract, be ignored, and newer and far 
costlier work be substituted, although 
no bidder other than Gill ever heard 
the proposal. 

A few such addition to the cost of the 
$600,000 terrace yet to be provided for, 
would make such a stupendous expense 
that a heavy tax rate increase would 
have to be made to provide the funds. 

If the Assembly refuses to appropriate 
extra money for the terrace, the capitol,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Despite all 
the thousands of forms and scores of 
regulations issued by the Treasury De- 
partment concerning the manner in 
which the income tax is to be paid, it 
has been unable to clear up misappre- 
hension about the law. Within the 
last few days two checks*have been re- 
ceived at the Department in payment 
of the tax on incomes withheld at the 


source. 
The tax is payable to the Collector 
of Internal Revenue in the proper dis- 
trict and in each case the treasury 
forwarded the check to a collector to be 
returned later to Washington. One of 
the surprising features was that the 
checks came not from individuals who 
might misinterpret the law without con- 
sultation with lawyers of others well 
informed, but from financial institutions 
that officials expected would know bet- 
ter. ; 
With the sending out, however, of 
hundreds of thousands of forms to be 
used by individuals, the department ex- 
pects shortly to receive hundreds of 
checks and money orders in payment 
of the tax. To forward this money to 
the proper collectors, one clerk will be 
assigned with no other duties and it is 
estimated that at least 5000 persons will 
take a wrong view of this law and send 
their money direct to Washington.

er. The seas were breaking over the 
main deck. The Cobequid was lying 
headed to the westward, with the bow 
down and the stern well out of water. 

The Cobequid had begun to break p 
under the pounding of the terrible seas 
that had been merciless from the time 
the vessel struck early Tuesday. Quan- 
tities of cargo covered the waters as the 
lifeboats ranged alongside. The steam- 
ers Westport and John L. Cann were 
tirst to get boats into the water and 
they were followed soon by the boats vf 
the Government steamer Lansdowne 
and the e As the work of 
rescue progressed the sea subsided con- 
siderably and no mishap marred the 
transfer of passengers. 

Capt. McKinnon of the Westport found 
the liner on the southeast part of Tri- 
ity Ledge at 4:20 in the afternoon. At 


the time there was a high wind and 


rough sea. took off in three lifeboat 
loads 72 persons, including all the pas- 
sengers, the purser, several deck officers 


and part of the crew. 


The Westport stood by until the John 
L. Cann came up and took off 24 men. 

The Cobequid had 12 first-cabin passen- 
gers and an equal number in the second 
class. Mrs. W. C. Zoller and her child 
were the first to go over the side. Then 
followed Miss Marguerite and Miss Dor- 
othy James, daughters of the late P. H. 
James, Mayor of St. Georges, Bermuda, 
and two Sisters of Charity. One by one 
the men were lowered to lifeboats until 
only Capt. Hawson and Ill s en re- 
mained. 

Trinity Rock, on which the Cobequid 
was transfixed is a pinnacle of gran- 
ite rising abruptly from the sea, haf 
way between this port and Brier Island, 
where the steamer was at first thought 
to have struck. The Trinity wm awash 
at low water. The famous Lurcher 
shoal, which is indicated by a lightship; 
lies 10 miles outside Trinity Rock, while 
the course up the Bay of Fundy fakes 
vessels still further off shore. : 

The crash came just before dawn, and 
a few minutes later the wireless “S O 
8” was calling for help. The Cobequid’s 
operator was unable to give her loca- 
tion, for no one on board knew it defi- 
nitely. Four hours later, flood tide and 
gales had driven the steamer still fur. 
ther on the rock, breaking her back.- 

Fisherman Finds Wreck. 

A heavy vapor caused by the action 
of the intense cold on the water handi- 
capped the searchers and it was a fisher- 
man on Port Maitland shore who frst 
made out the Cobequid as the vapor 
rose late in the afternoon and revealed 
the liner. Less than five hours later 
those who had feared death for two 
days were being warmed and fed at 
the hotels here. 

All had suffered greatly from the 
intense cold and most of them were 
frost-bitten. When the rescue ships 
reached docks here many of their 
passengers had to be carried to the 
hotel. For the 86 hours after the ves- 
gel struck seas broke over her con- 
tinuously and she was coated with 
ice.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Secretary 
Garrison and adjutant generals repre- 
senting the national guard organizations 
of more than do states have agreed upon 


terms of the proposed militia pay bill, 


under which the Federal Government 
would provide pay for militiamen, who, 
in turn, would enlist as “Federal re- 
servists” 
President to duty either within the 
United States or abroad. | 

It is proposed that the militia bill 
shall provide an annual appropriation 


of $14,500,000, Of this $4,000,000 would be 


expended for encampment and maneu- 
ver purposes, $8,000,000 for home service 
pay and $2,500,000 for armament oa 
equipment.
